New Klondyke In Siberia 


Russians Forced to Sell Gold Dust and 
Nuggets to Soviets 

Hungry gold seekers, twelve thous- 
and of them, are feverishly working on 
a field which is described as a new 
Klondyke, It is situated on the banks 
of the River Aldan, in one of the most 
remote and wild regions in Northeast- 
ern Siberia, 360 miles from a railway.
